hen’ Clover Hill 
opened its 
the 20th year this 
September, some 
2,000 students began 
the school year with many of the same 
perspectives as their predecessors. Or did 
they? Perhaps it’s all in the way you look at 
it. It could be said that some students' 
attitudes never change. The panic that a 
freshman feels when trapped half-way up 
the staircase before realizing that everyone 
else is going down, hasn't changed since 
1972. The sense of accomplishment and 
pride that a senior feels as he crosses the 
stage with diploma in hand has not changed 
in the past two decades either. 

But the composition of our school's 
student body has changed. In 1972 Clover 
Hill was a small, rural school of 1,142 
students in grades six through 12. In 1992, 
after the conversion of the surrounding 
swampland into the Brandermill and 
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Woodlake communities, Clover Hill 
reached 1,975 students, many of whom 
come from all over the country, bringing 
their different cultures and perspectives to 
Clover Hill. What was “the country” 20 
years ago, is now fully equipped with 
shopping centers, banks, and office : { 
buildings. 
As the world is ina constant state of 
change, so also is Clover Hill. From year to 


year, new activities, halls and people have ; y. 
been incorporated into life at Clover Hill. ’ fe 
Overcrowding has forced the school to ts 


extend its walls with two additions and 12 
trailers. Buses, parking lots, and classrooms 
that were once half-empty are now “jammed | 
packed.” 

“Lockless lockers,” new faculty 
members, a freshman football team, and the 
introduction of Essential School and 
American Studies were some of the changes 
students percieved as they embarked on the 
1991-1992 school year.

Experiments and more 


From disecting frogs to learning the 
mole to working with lasers, science classes 
at Clover Hill are interesting and challenging. 
In Earth Science, teachers help students 
reach for the stars through astronomy, and 
understand the Greenhouse Effect by 
studying weather patterns. 

Biology students start the year 
outside, learning the interactions of the living 
and non-living worlds in the “Forest Lab.” 
Then it’s back to the classroom to study 
ecology, zoology, microbiology and 
genetics. Memorable labs include breeding 
fruit flies, studying enzymes in liver and 
culturing bacteria. 

Students who choose to pursue a 
third year of science can choose to take the 
math- intensive General Chemistry class or 


to learn about the chemical world in 
Chemistry in the Community. Students 
remember mastering the mole and cleaning 
"foul" water. 

AP Physics, Biology II, Physics and 
AP Biology, are some of the offerings for 
those who enjoy the challenge of inductive 
reasoning and choose to enroll in a fourth 
year of science. Several of these students 
can receive college credit for courses if they 
score well onthe Advanced Placement Exam. 

Teacher's in the science departent 
put in long hours after school working in the 
prep room putting lab equipment together 
for students. Science lab assistants wash an 
estimated 3,000 test tubes and beakers during 
the year. Lab assistants also prepare lab 
materials for teachers.

Peer Facilitating was started at 
Clover Hill in 1985 by Gayle Pollard and 
Christine Grizard. They first heard about it 
through the Guidance Department and they 
went to a conference at U.Va. 


Currently there are 16 peer 
facilitators, but they hope to get nine more for 
next year. 

To become a Peer Facilitator you 
have to go through training, which includes a 
weekend retreat starting at noon on Friday and 
ending at 4 p.m. on Sunday. 

In this course, the student acquires 
information through lectures, printed 
material, and video tapes. Peer facilitator’s 
meet with other students who are having 
problems. Topics range from suicide to 
problems with relationships. To do their jobs 
peer facilitators have to read assigned 
material; keep a. log,J~keep strict 
confidentiality, and make appropriate student 
referrals.
